You have picked an interesting subject for research, and I wish 
you every success in carrying it out in a scholarly and objective manner.

° 1. I have no reason to doubt all of the reports of UFO's (although 
an aporeciab.e fraction of them were proved to be fraudulent), but this is 
only to say that I accept the fact that people see objects in the sky and 
cannot identify then. A very large percentage of such reports (90% or more, 
as I remenber) were definitely identified by astronomers апа meteorologists 
as well known objects such as the planet Venus, or meteorological balloons, 
or high flying aircraft. The group I worked with identifí.d several "in- 
explicable" reports with Iess common phenomena—sunlight flashing on ses. 
gulls in one rhotographed case—and I saw no evidence of "intelligently 
controlled" objects or, in fact, of anything but phenomena that could be ` 
explained меге adequate infor2aticn available. 


2, The whole history of science supports my stand that observable 
phenomena can be logically fitted into scientific theories that "explain" 
then in the common sense of that word. I recognize that many claims of 
miracles have been made throughout history, but miracles, by definition, 
are unusual, and the vast nuzboer of natural, orderly phenomena outweighs 
the minor incidence of miracles in increasing degree. The former "miracles" 
of lightening, magnetism, and electricity, are now explained in garde 
schools.

AIR FORCE'S 10 YEAR

In response to queries as to results of previous investiga- 
tion of Unidertified Flying Object reports, the Air Force said 
today that after 10 years of investigation and evaluation of UrO's, 
no evidence has been discovered to confirm tre existence of so- 
called "Flying Saucers", 


Reporting, investigation, analysis and evaluation procedures 
have inproved considerably since the first sighting of a “flying 
saucer" was паде on 27 June 1947. ‘The study and analysis of re- 
ported sightings of UFO's is conducted by a selected scientific 
group under the supervision of the Air Force, 


| Dr, J. Allen Hynek, Professor of Astrophysics and — 
at Ohio State University, is.the Chief Scientific Consultant to 
the Air Force on the subject cf Unidentified Flying Objects. 


Ihe selected, qualified scientists, engineers, and other 
personnel involved in these analyses are completely objective 
end open minded on the subject of "flying saucers". They apply 
scientific nethods of examination to all cases in reaching their 
conclusions. The attempted identification of the phenomenon 
observed is generally derived from human impressions and inter- 
pretations and not from scientific devices or measurements. The 
data in the sightings reported are almost invariably subjective 
in nature.  Eowever, no report is considered unsuitable for study 
and categorization and no lack of valid evidence of physical 
matter in the case studies is assumed to be "prima facie" 
evidence thet so-called "flying saucers" or interplanetary 
vehicles do not oxist.

Many modern aircraft, particularly swept and delta wing 
types, under adverse weather and sighting conditions are reported 
as unusual cbfects and "flying saucers". When cbserved at high 
altitudes, reflecting sunlight off their surfaces, ог when only 
their jet exhausts are visible at night, aircraft can have 
appearances ranging frcm disc tc rocket in shape. Single jet 
bombers having multi-jet pods under their swept-back wings have 
been reported as UFOs or "saucers" in "V" formation. Vapor 
trails will often appear to glew with fiery red or orange streaks 
when reflecting sunlight. Afterburners are frequently reported 


_ as UFOs. 


The astronomical category includes bright stars, planets, 
meteors, comets, and other celestial! bodies. When observed 
throuzh haze, light fog, or moving clouds, the planets Venus, 
Mars, and Jupiter have often been reported as unconventicnal, 
moving objects. Attempts to observe astroncmical bodies through 
hand-heid bincculars uncer adverse sky conditions has been а 
source of meny UFO reports. 

Ihe "other" category includes reflections, searchlights, 
birds, kites, blimps, clcuds, sun-dogs, spurious radar indica- 
tions, hoaxes, firework displays, flares, fireballs, ice crystals, 
bolides, etc., as examples: Large Canadian geese flying low over 
a city at night, with street lights reflecting off their bodies; 
seerchligrts playing on scattered clouds, appearing as moving 
disc-lixe shapes. 
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Ihe insufficient Gata category include all sightings where 
essential cr pertinent items of information are missing, making 
it impossible to form a valid conclusion. These include | 
description of the size, shape or color of the object; direction 
and altitude; exact tine and location; wind weater conditions, 
etc. This category is not used as a convenient way to get rid 
of what might be referred to as "unknowns". However, if the data 
received is insufficient or unrelated, the analysts must then 
place that particular report in this category. The Air Force 
needs complete infcrmation to reach a valid conclusion, Air 
Force officials stressed the fact that an observer should send 
& complete report of a bona fide sighting to the nearest Air 
Force activity. There the report will be promptly forwarded 
to the proper office for analysis and evaluation, 
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A sighv_og | ) considered as "unknown" Ck report contains 
all pertinent data necessary io normally suggest at least one 
valid hypothesis on the cause or explanation of the sighting but 
when the description of the object and its maneuvers cannot 
be correlated with any known object or phenomenon. In its 


‘Project Blue Book Special Report #14, released in October, 1955, 


tho Air Force showed that evaluated sightings in the "unknown" 
category had been reduced to 3% at that time. 


Previously "unknown" sightings had been 9% in 1953 and 195% 
and in the previous years "flying saucer" sightings had run as 
high as 20$ "unknowns". Project Blue Book Special Report #14, 
covered "flying saucer" investigations from June 1947 to May 1955. 
Latest Air Force statistics show the number of unknowns has since 
been reduced to less than 2%. | 


The following table presents the results of the evaluation 
of all reports received by the Air Force from tne time that 
Project Blue Book, Special Report #14 was completed through 
June 1957. The table gives the percentage of all the reports

Air Force conclusions for the ten years of UFO sightings 
involving approximately 5,700 reports were: 'First, there is no 
evidence thet the "unknowns" were inimical or hostile; second, 
there is no evidence that these "unknowns" were interplanetary 
space ships; third, there is no evidence that these "unknowns" 
represented technological developments or principles outside the 
range of our present day scientific knowledge; fourth, there is 
no evidence that these "unknowns" were a threat to the security 
of the country; end fineliy there was no physical or material 
evidence, nct even a minute fragment, of a so-called "flying 
saucer" was ever found. 


| The Air Force emphasized the belief that if more immediate 
detalled objective observational data could have been obtained 
on the “unknowns these too would have been satisfactorily expleined.

Fro correspondence which I heve hed with Dr. Menzel of Harvard 
College Coservetory, and from other sources, I gather that the "psy- 
chological wertere” epplication of flying saucer phenccene vas of 
interest to tks СТА. I presure thet this vas one of the reasons for. 
convening the Ferel on which you served. Another purpose of the Panel 
apparently wes to put on record the fact (attested to by five eminent 
and respected scientists) that flying saucers were not, repeat not, 
inimical, hostile, or a threat to the United States.

Moreover, I bave beard no evidence that would lead ma to 
think thet the American public 225 been misled in ER matter since then. 


To put £ 8 88, Ж hii you mre Derfing up ‘the wrong trees The 
purpose of the Scientific Advisory Panel ува to exemine all the evidence and 
to consicer it onjectively. Trat was done, and there was absolutely no 
evidence of rextzuintion of flying saucer reports by any governmental agency. 
Far fron prczoti-g flyirg seuser reports, govermental agencies were taxing 
а purely passive course of recording reports, keeping statistics, and cor- 
relating than with known ectivities such as the reseerch projecta you menticn. 
We examined reny of the UFO rerorts, end I hold that it is inconceivable 
that they could kave been "plerted" as you suggest. Aether, the public 
interest in the subject attracted the attention of thousands uf vall- 
intenticaed tut poorly equipped observers who noticed well known phenomena 
in the sky for ths first tics, and reported thes enotionsily and insccue 
rately. . 


Опе interesting exd ——— statistical fact vas that UFO sightings 
were nore frequent in simmer {уреп nore people stay out of doors at night)

" On the morning of September 21, 1958, at approximately 3 a.m. аса: time, 
I had just gone to bed after watching the late movie on television, 1 was ying in 
bed with my arm over my eyes, trying to get to sleep when 1 sensed that the room 
was illuminated. Opening my eyes, I saw that the room was as light as it gets at 
any time during the day. | 
y The window curtaina were drawn, and since they are made of heavy red cloth, 

I thought that the source of light must be very powerful. All I could think of was 
that the light was strange and did not belong near my house, { stood up on the bed, 
pulled back the curtain, and looked out the window. The window has glass panes, 
and was closed. "PELLEN | 

Directly across from me was an object. It looked like a disc with a hump in 
the middle.(see Fig. 1) At this moment the rim was about ten feet from my win- 
dow, My eyes were about six feet ten inches off the ground, and I would guess that 
the object was five feet off the ground. The object did not seem to glow or have 
any light source on it, It appeared to have a dull aluminum color. There were no 
- houses lit at the time and our street has no lights on it. н 

I could see no rivets, seams, or other markings on the object. There was no 
visible means of propulsion or guidance such as propellers, jet exhaust flames or 
fins. Although the object was close to me, I did not feel any heat, nor could I de- 
tect a rush of winê. 

The object appeared to be 20 to 22 feet in diameter and 6 feet high, (see Fig. 2) 

“When I first saw the ohject it was directly in front of me and moving north 
across my lawn, (see Fig, 3) It was losing altitude as it moved, The object con- 
tinued in a straight path, losing altitude, until it was about fifty feet away and about 
one foot off the ground, It was then over the yard next door, The object hovered 
there motionless for several secords, Аз it stopped moving, smoke began to billow 
around it, The smoke came from two openings in the rim. Each opening contained 
about seven pipes, The smoke did not seem to issue from the pipes, but from the 
opening which held them.: The smoke was a pink-gray color and seemed to be lumi- 
nescent, because it lit up the object. Before this there had been no external light 

As it hovered in the yard, I was looking down on it. The background was familiar 
to me, and I could place the object very accurately by observing its position relative 
to the gravel driveway and the lawn, It appeared to be solid, with well-defined edges, 
and I could see nothing through it. 

Then the object moved back into my yard and rose to a height of about five feet, 
At this point it was about twenty-five feet from me, It was no longer emitting smoke 
. and had the same dull aluminum color that it had when I first saw the object. It made 
. two quick clockwise turns and shot up out of sight. The second turn seemed to be 
tighter than the first, I would estimate the turning radius at three feet. It did not 
turn on its own axis at any time during the sighting. The two clockwise turns were 
about an axis parallel to the axis of the object. . 

During the turning maneuver, the object did not tip at all. Then it went straight 
up so quickly that I was unable to see the underside of the object. The roof on my 
. house extends over the window so that the view was cut off before the object had 
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gained much altitude, During the entire time the object was in view it made a 
noise which reminded me of a jet engine warming up. It was a whirring or whiu- 
ing noise, and sounded muffled. The noise was unlike any I have ever heard made 
by the trains which run nearby. | I 

The incident terrified me so that I was unable to call out to my husband who was 
sleeping in the bed with me. The best I could do was to kick him several times 
with my left foot while balancing on my right. I never took my eyes off the object 
until it disappeared. My husband is a very sound sleeper and I was unable to waken 
him. When it was all over I just got back into bed and tried to pull myself together. 
Some time later I fell asleep and did пої waken until about 11 a, m. The next morn- 
ing I discovered that my son had also seen the object. | | 
. | was extremely nervous for several days after I saw the object. Iam sure 
that I would be dead now if I had a heart condition, It frightens me when I think of 
the effect this kind of sighting could have on a person who might be slightly unbal- 
anced emotionally. I was very relieved when 1 saw that my ten year oid son was 
not harmed or frightened by the experience. I have no idea what the object was, 
or why it came into my yard, | 

A week later I went over the entire sighting in my imagination, trying to simu- 
late the duration of each maneuver, and timed the sighting at about 38 seconds. 
This is the time elapsed from the time I first looked out the wiudow to the time the 
object disappeared from sight. > o5 


John Fitzgerald, aged ten, was in the room next to the one occupied by Mr. and . 
Mrs. Fitzgerald, He had awakened to go to the bathroom and was back in bed when 
a very bright white light shone through his window, It was so bright that he had to 
shield his eyes with his hand. The Lght seemed to come from the part of the object 
where the hump joins the disc-shaped base. John said that the object went past his 
window going souin. He then got out of bed and climbed up on a hot air register to 
see out of the wircow. His description of the object and the events which followed 
matched that giver ty his mother, Ee described the color of the object as being 
similar to that of a tin cup. Johu simulated the sound made by the object by simul- 
ney whistling and humming. When the object went out of sight he went back 

o Bleep. 

On Sunday morning Mr, Fitzgerald aud John rose at 7 a.m. and had breakfast. 
Mrs. Fitzgerald remained in bed until about 11 a.m. While eating breakfast, John 

. told his father about the strange sight he had witnessed during the night. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald told his son that it was all a bad dream and thought no more about it, Then 
later that morning when his wife met him she began to relate her experience. Mr, 
Fitzgerald cautioned his son to be silent and then heard his wife describe the same 
object and motions that his son had told him about several hours earlier. It was 
pot until theu that either witness realized that the other had seen the object. 

_ When Mrs. Fitzgerald found that her son had seen the object she dismissed the 
idea that it might have been a hallucination. She felt that the incident should be re- 
ported to authorities, but could think of no one to call, Prior to this sighting she 
had no interest in "flying saucers", and was skeptical about other reports. Finally, 
She called the Lorain Journal for information, They sent a reporter to interview 
her. Subsequently, articles appeared in the Lorain Journal, Elyria Chronicle, and ` 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer. | . 


Ou September 25, two members of the UFO Research Committee of Akron inter- 
viewed Mrs. Fitzgerald, They prepared a summary of the sighting which was sent 
to the Aerial Phenomena Group, Air Technical Intelligence Center, Wright-Patterson 
Air Force Base, Dayton, Ohio, together with a request for an investigation, 

The Air Force sent two investigators from Dayton to check the report. They 
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made а survey of train schedules, lake activity, and other possible factors in the 
sighting. On October 4 they interviewed Mrs. Fitzgerald and her son John. Mrs. 
Fitzgerald filled out the standard UFO reporting form and answered a few questions. 
The Air Force investigators advanced no opinions at that time regarding the true 
nature of the object seen by Mrs. Fitzgerald. However, they assured her that the 
official conclusion would be made known to her within thirty days. If the conclusion 
was in the "known" category, all evidence which led to that conclusion would be 
available for her inspection, according to the investigators. 

The Air Force investigators asked Mrs. Fitzgerald.the followiug questions, 
recorded by a member of the Committee who was present: 
Was it raining? What was the weather like? 
Jt had rained a few hours before. 
Did the smoke appear fluorescent? 
It must have been to explain why it lit up, I guess. 
Wnhen the light turned off, did it fade or turn off quickly? 
(Witness couldn't answer, but thought that the light did not turn off quickly.) 
When the object left, did it go up quickly? 
Yes. | 
Have you recently been under medical саге? . | 
No. | 
(directed to John Fitzgerald) Did it appear to be aluminum? 
It was like two tin cups, like a soup cup. 
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No other questions were asked of the witnesses. 
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Two other people іп the neighborhood had experiences which helped to confirm 
the presence of a strange object. 

Mr. D was sitting on the edge of his bed preparing to retire for the night. His 
&ttention was attracted by a light snining into his room through the window. The 
curtains were drawn. Mr. D says that the light had the color of moonlight but the 
source seemed to De much larger than the moon, However, he did not give it anoth- 
er thought and went to sleep, supposing that it was the moon, The light did not 
move or pulsate during his observation which lasted five seconds. There was no 
Bound or other disturbance connected with the object so far as he could remember. 
_ The time of Мг. D's experience must have been several minutes before Mrs. 
Fitzgerald's. Mr. D had also watched the late movie and had gone into his room 
immediately. He had no explanation for the light. | З 

At approximately the same time, Mr, and Mrs, P were sitting in their living 
room, smoking, when they heard a strange noise. They had also watched the late 
movie. Mrs. P described the noise as something like a jet plane roar, but of a 
. lower pitch, The sound began abruptly and then faded out in a period of about four 
seconds, Mr, P thought at first that the sound might be caused by train cars en- 
gaging on the track which runs nearby, However, this sound is familiar to both 
parties and they dismissed it as an explanation, Mrs, P said she did not think the 
sound was caused by a jet because of its abrupt start and strange sound, Also, the 
television set always fluttered when an airplane would pass overhead, and the set 
inia da no signs of disturbance when the sound was heard, They saw nothing un- 
usual. 

Mr. D and Mrs, P contacted Mrs, Fitzgerald after her story was published, 
No house-to-house check or other attempt to contact witnesses was made. 


Two other sightings were reported that morning in Lorain, which borders Shef- 
field Lake, | 

At 2:30 a, m, on the 21st, Mrs. S in Lorain was awakened by a light flooding 
through her window. At first she thought that the sun had risen, but her clock told 
her otherwise, She went to the window and saw a round red object apparently 
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geveral times larger than the moon. It had no markings and did not look like the 
moon, At the top of the object was a "hump" or protrusion which had the same 
uniform color of the main body. At first she thought that she was viewing the 
moon under strange conditions so she called to her. husband saying, There is 
something wrong with the moon." He looked at the object, but could not identify 
it. About five minutes later Mrs. S looked for the object again and found that it 
had shifted in a westerly direction, She thought the object's size might have been 
comparable to a 2 inch object when held at a distance of 14 inches. When it was first 
Seen the object was in the WSW sky and about 40 degrees above the horizon. 

At approximately 2 a.m, оп the 21st, Mrs. G of Lorain watched a big red 
ball" moving outside her window, She was in bed when she spotted the object 
through the partially closed venetian blinds on her window. The object approached 
the window, moviug horizontally parallei to it for several seconds. Then it moved 
up and out of sight. The object made a low pulsating sound which reminded the 
witness of a death march, "It made me sick to my stomach,” she said later, refer- 
ring to the sound, The sound grew louder as the object approached, and diminished 
asitleft, She thought she heard a crashing sound just before the object came into 
sight. If the object maneuvered as she said it did, then the object must have gone 
through some limbs in the trees outside the window. However, no damaged limbs 
or other evidence was found. ! T" 

Mrs, G has no explanation for her experience. She suffered no ill effects. The 
G house is about 500 feet north of the same railroad track that is near the Fitzgerald 
house. | 


The accounts of the objects seen by Mrs. S and Mrs, G have no obvious bearing 
on the Fitzgerald sighting, They are included here because it is felt that all strange 
phenomena in the zrea that morning might have had a common origin. It should be 
noted that all of tte incidents took place at approximately the same time, Мо other 
sightings were reported. (see Fig. 4) 

The facts in each of the four cases concomitant to the Fitzgerald sighting are 
insufficient to permit 2 detailed analysis, However, it should certainly be noted 
that the objects reported by Mr. D, Mrs. S, and Mrs. G could not have been the 
moon. The moon set at 1:07 а, m. on September 21. 

The full names and addresses of all parties connected with this report, as well 
as a tape recording of an interview with Mrs, Fitzgerald, are in the files of the 
UFO Research Committee, | 


ANALYSIS 


Was this a real "unknown"? A true unknown is an object that remains un- 
known after being seen under conditions which should normally make the object 
easily identifiable. In order to satisfy this definition certain conditions must be 
present in a sighting: ' 


obiect should be seen against а familiar background such as trees, 

ч Кола nearby hills or iow clone, There is no way to estimate the true 
size of an object seen in a cloudiess sky. A small object close to the 
observer may appear to be large and far away. When the distance of the 
object is fairly certain, the observer will not make a great misjudgment 
in the size. 

(2) The object must be fairly close to the observer. For instance, a balloon 
Been from a distance of two miles cannot be readily identified, but a bal- 
loon that is 200 feet away can be recognized immediately. | 

(3) The duration of the sighting must be such that the observer has time enough 
to focus his eyes and observe the details of the construction of the object. 
A sighting that lasts five seconds is highly questionable. The witness 
would have to be a very well trained observer to catch any detail in such 
a short time, | I | 

(4) The object should maneuver in a manner that clearly distinguishes it f rom 

> а conventional aircraft ог balloon. For instance, abrupt 90 or 180 degree 

turns would mark a true unknown, simply because no conventional object 
today could perform such maneuvers without structural failure. 


In the Fitzgerald sighting the first and second conditions are fulfilled completely. 
The witness was in a very favorable position to observe the object because it was so 
near. When the object was stationery in the adjacent lot, the witness was looking 
down on it. The object was silhouetted against a familiar background, There was 

no chance for any sizable error ir; the estimated size of the object because its dis- 
tance from the observer was so accurately known, Even though the object was not 
illuminated when i+ was closest to the witness, she could easily have seen any mark- 
ings or protrusions., | 

The sighting lasted about 36 seconds, . This is enough time for a person to get 
his bearings and focus his eyes, even during such a startling experience. Mrs. 
Fitzgerald had enough time to get 2 good look at the object. She could hardly have 
been looking at, say, a fallen weather balloon in her yard for 36 seconds without 
recognizing it for what it was, Her eyes might have been blurred at the beginning 
of the sighting but sufficient time passed for them to focus properly. Her descrip- 
tion of the motions of the object would not be affected by a momentary lack of focus. 
The image of the o5ject remained so vivid in her mind that she was later able to 
direct an artist in drawing it. : 

When the sequence of motions of the object is studied, it becomes obvious that 
an "unnatural" phenomenon was observed. The object glided down in a northerly 
direction, hovered, glided up in a southerly direction, made two quick turns and ` 
then went straight up. | 

We must conclude that the object was a genuine unknown, The nz#ture of the ob- 
ject seen by Mrs, Fitzgerald must for the time beiny remain a mystery, However, 
some interesting observations can be made on the description of the appearance 
and motions of the object. . 

Although no marks of construction were seen on the object, the shape strongly 
suggests that it was manufactured. This is emphasized by the pipes in the rim. 
The general shape was symmetrical - - not the symmetry found in nature, but the 
symmetry of a potter's wheel or lathe. The motions of the object can quite reason- 
ably be considered as having been intelligently directed. Certainly they are not the 
motions of an object caught in the wind. 
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WAS THIS À HOAX? Š ы 
Mrs. Fitzgerald had nothing to gain by reporting this sighting. To date "T" 

has received nothing for her efforts but a scoffing from some of her neighbors; 

While on the other hand, she has the indirect support of the other people in her 

neighborhood whose experiences are recorded in this report. These people were 

all strangers to Mrs, Fitzgerald before the incident. Mr. and Mrs. Fitzgerald 

have volunteered to submit to a ue detector exarnination if any serious questioning 

of their honesty is made, 


WAS THIS A HALLUCINATION? 
"The fact that her son John also saw the object rules ouk Же possibility that 
the sighting was a hallucination, 


WAS THIS OBJECT A GOVERNMENT MISSILE OR FLYING DEVICE? 

No simple answer to this question is possible.. The U, 5, Government has 
repeatedly denied that the UFO reports are being caused by government-operated 
craft of any sort. Mrs, Fitzgerald reported no markings which would indicate 
that the object was a U.S. device. 

To answer this question more fully it is important to know that UFOs have 
been seen in every country, even behind the Iron Curtain, They have also flown 
dangerously close to commercial airlanes and over highly restricted areas of 
this country where all flying is prohibited, 

If the United States had in its possession a device capable of the performance 
attributed to the UFO, it would certainly not risk flying the device over foreign 
| countries. The same can also be said of all other powers on this planet. To have 
а "saucer" crash or be forced down in a foreign land would naturally be most in- 
jurious to the manufacturing power. 

No governmert tests аге conducted over populated areas, and all military air- 
craft are kept at 2 safe distance from commercial air lanes, The threatening 
danger to the civilian population is enormous in both cases. It does not seem 
reasonable that the government would jeopardize the safety of the public by flying 
these devices where they could do so much harm. 

Finally, it seems strange that so many billions of dollars are being spent 
yearly to perfect jet and rocket aircraft if we already have devices like the one 
described by Mrs. Fitzgerald. 
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HAS AN OBJECT LIKE THIS EVER BEEN SEEN BEFORE? 

The Air Force Project Bluebook Special Report #14, a summary of the official 
UFO investigation from 1947 to 1952, contains a drawing of an obiect very similar 
to the one described by Mrs. Fitzgerald.(see below) The dimensions in the Air 
Force drawing correspond to the dimensions of Mrs, Fitzgerald's object.

Fitzgerald cf Sheffield Lake, Ohio, concerning an unidentified flying 
object she allegsdly saw on 21 September 1958. 


Air Force investigators arrived in Sheffield Lake on 3 October, 
communicated with Mrs. Fitzgerald end also initiated othar phases of 
en investigstion to possibly evaluate this ныш; 


Ths investigation revealed that a railroad treck гап near the hom 
of Mrs. Fitzgerald. The right of Mrs. Fitzgerald's sighting, a train 
passed the house at approximately the same hour of the reported sight- 
ing. The train had a rotating hsadlight which, under sor» conditions, 
would produce umisual effects. Contact was also made vith Chief Eosun 
Mate 1111; л Schott of the Coast Cuard Station, Lorain, Ohio. Chief 
Schott reported that he waa nalng his spotlight in an attampt to " 
attract the attention of srcthar ship, and that the light was directed 
toward shore in the general direction of Mra, Fitzgerald’a house. Ths 
time and cate of this incidert coincide with those reported by Mrs. 
Fitzgeraia. Mrs. Steward ož Lorain, Ohio, а witress listed in Hrs. 
Fitzgeralc's report, could 52% recall anything umsual on ths night of 
the reported sighting, №. Grego of Lorain, another witness, was not 
available fcr interview. Ths weather at the time of the incident was 
a misty rain with haze and szoke. 


The cosclusion of Air Force eat atts vas that the combination 
of moving lights, noise cf the train and prevailing weather account for 
the i1lusicn experienced by Mrs. Fitzgerald. The Air Technical 
Intelligence Center, after evaluating the evidence in this case, | ocn- 
currod with tbe conclusioa of the investigators.

ANALYSIS OF AIR FORCE CONCLUSION 


A railroad track runs 320 feet south of the Fitzgerald house. At approximately 
РЕР en a train left the Lorain station going east, This train probably passed 
the Fitzgerald house a short time after 3. At the same time another pira big on 
the tracks in the vicinity of Sheffield Lake, going west. The railroad officials were 
unable to furnish the time at which this train passed the Fitzgerald house. — 

The locomotives employ a special headlight called a "mars light or a gyralight 
which oscillates in a horizontal figure eight pattern. The light throws its beam over 
а much larger area than would be possible with a conventional headlight. 

lf such a light did shine in the Fitzgerald bedroom window, it might have caused 
the room to light up as Mrs. Fitzgerald described. With this in miud Mrs, Fitz- 
gerald and several members of the Committee observed trains approaching from 
the east. Ata distance the headlight beam is completely blocked by the houses and 
trees on the other side of the street. ` When the train is near the headlight beam is 
directed away from the house. Even оп the extreme swing of the beam the light 
never hits the house. | | Е 

At best this explanation, that Mrs, Fitzgerald was fooled by а train headlight, 
could account only for the initial phase of the sighting in which she saw her room 
brightly illuminated. It has no conceivable bearing-on the rest of her report. For 
instance, how could she have mistaken a train headlight for a solid object 22 feet 
in diameter, 6 feet high, from a distance of only 10 feet away? And it should be 
emphasized that the witness had her back to the railroad tracks during most of the ` 
sighting. | 1 a . . 

и Ax is the sourd connected with the object, it hardly seems possible that Mrs 
Fitzgerald would not recognize the sound of a passing train, She has lived at her 
present address since June of 1958, and has lived near railroads all of her life. 

She has attempted to detect a similarity between the sound she heard and the sound 
of the trains, but nes been unable to make any satisfactory connection. 

The coast of Leke Erie is about 3000 feet north of the Fitzgerald house, The 
house is about 50 feet above the level of the lake, Between the house and the lake 
coast are a number of houses and trees, The lake cannot be seen from the Fitz- 
gerald house, | | | 

According to Chief Boatswain Mate Schott of the Lorain Coast Guard station, 
the patrol boat in question was never closer to the shore than one mile. 

The spotlight on the type of boat used on this patrol is designed for spotting bodies 
or objects in the water near the boat. Consequently it has a very broad and diffused 
beam. The beam from this spotlight has no similarity to a searchlight beam of the 
type used for spotting aircraft or for advertising. A | 

Therefore the light from this searchlight could hardly have been a factor in the 
slghting of the object by Mrs. Fitzgerald. - : a 

The Air Force statement on this case states: "Mrs. Steward (i. e.Stewart) of 

. Lorain, a witness listed in Mrs. Fitzgerald's report, could not recall anything unusual 
` on the night of the reported sighting.' 

Mrs, Stewart has since signed a paper refuting this statement. (see Fig. 5) 

It is interesting to note that tne Air Force investigating team who visited 
Mrs, Fitzgerald insisted that their job was entirely one of fact-finding. They 
said that they themselves did not make any conclusions on a case, and explained 
that this was done by "highly qualified experts in Dayton." The last paragraph 
of the letter from General Fisher contradicts this statement made by the sergeants.

Ц is obvious that the Air Force conclusion in this report was based оп a complete 
disregard for the facts.

handled, The two investigators; M.Sgt. Haistan an .M. Sgt. Hof, spent two days 
in Lorain "investigating" the sighting. Their investigation, like the ATIC analysis, 
was a disgrace to the U. S. Air Force, and an insult to the American public whom 
the Air Force supposedly represents. 


Following is a list of the blunders committed by Sergeants Hof and Haistan: 


(1) They did not bother to observe the headlights on the trains passing near the 
Fitzgerald house. This was despite the fact that they were requested to do so by a 
member of the Committee present at the time they interviewed Mrs, Fitzgerald, In 
fact, this point was brought out in the presence of Mrs. Fitzgerald, and she stated 
then that the headlight beam never, at any time, comes through her window. The 
failure to make even this simple check on what was supposed to be a major factor in 
the sighting is inexcusable and displays the grossest inefficiency. | 

(2) The presence of any sort of lake activity should not have been listed as a 
factor in the sighting. At the closest point to the Fitzgerald house the lake is 3000 
feet away. It is impossible to see the lake from the Fitzgerald house, This was ex- 
plained to Sgt. Hof by a member of the Committee at the time the sergeant was in the 
front yard of the Fitzgerald house. The sergeant was asked to explain how, since 
according to their investigation the weather was bad at the time of the sighting, any 
light could have been seen reflected from off the clouds, or how light in any other man- 
‘ner could have resched the Fitzgerald house from the lake, Sergeant Hof acknowledged 
these objections but made no attempt to answer them, 

(3) General Fisher's letter states that Chief Schott reported he was using his spot- 
light "in an attempt to attract the attention of another ship", and that the light was dir- 
‘ected toward shore "in the general direction of Mrs. Fitzgerald's house," If the ser- 
geants had made & conscientious cneck with Chief Schott they would have noted that at 
the time he was using the light to attract another ship he was at a place on the lake 
44 miles from the Fitzgerald house. They would also have noted that the spotlight 
beam would have had to travel through downtown Lorain on its way to the house, As 
mentioned in the analysis of the Air Force Conclusion, the sergeants apparently did 
not know that the Coast Guard boat hed a light which could not be focused on clouds in 
the manner of a searchlight. Chief Schott has signed a statement specifying his posi- 
tion and activities on the morning of September 21. | z 

(4) How the sergeants could make the statement that Mrs, Stewart "could not 
recall anything unusual" is indeed difficult to understand. Mrs. Stewart's signed 
Btatement (Fig, 5) is definite proof that this was either a deliberate attempt to 
distort the facts, au unforgivable act of negligence, or else an extreme case of 
ignorance, < | 

(5) How the sergeants could make the statement that Mr. Grego of Lorain, 
another witness, "was not available for interview", is even more pathetic in view of 
the fact that the witness referred to in Mrs. Fitzgerald's summary to ATIC was 
actually MRS. Grego. | ; 

. (6) General Fisher's statement reads, "The weather at the time of the incident 

was a misty rain with haze and smoke," The sergeants apparently discovered this 

through the same mental process which led them to conclude that Mrs. Stewart 

could remember seeing nothing. The weather at the time of the sighting, as des- 

cribed by the witness verbally and in writing in the Air Force report form, was 

-— raining. There is no reason to suppose that the witness was mistaken on this 

point. | | 
' As to the presence of smoke, this undoubtedly refers to the fact that the U.S.

Steel Company has a plant about 1$ miles SW of the house. Unfortunately, the ser- ` 
geants failed to check the wind direction at the time of the sighting. Had they done 
so they would have discovered that smoke from the steel plant could not have blown 
toward the Fitzgerald house before 4:00 a.m. on September 21. It can be assumed, 
however, that there was some haze during the sighting, but the effect this would 
have on the viewing of such a large object at a range of 10 to 50 feet is,not made 
clear in General Fisher's Statement, 

The statement concerning the weather not only has little foundation in fact, but 
is written in a manner calculated to discredit the sighting. It is somewhat surpris- 
ing that the report does not also include accounts of tornadoes and blizzards con- 
verging over Sheffield Lake at the time of the sighting. | 
i (7) The sergeants made several omissions, indicating they had little or no in- 
tention of making an honest investigation of this sighting. (a) They did not make a 
house to house check in the neighborhood for supplementary evidence, (b) They 
did not ask Mrs. Fitzgeraldto make a 3-dimensional drawing of the object. The 
sergeants showed almost no interest in the shape of the object, which actually 
should have been the most important point in their entire report. (c) They showed 
almost no interest in the motions of the object, and relied upon a member of the 
Committee to explain the motions to them, Here again, the maneuvers of the ob- 
ject should have been the secoad most important point of the official report, (d) Mrs. 
Fitzgerald was mede to fill out the standard Air Force UFO reporting form. This 
form was designed to report objects seen in the sky, not on the ground. Mrs. Fitz- 
gerald said that it was very difficult for her to convey in this report the idea that she . 
had seen a large, solid object moving in her front yard. The sergeants did not take 
notes during their inierview with Mrs. Fitzgerald; consequently, the report form 

must be the only official record of her sighting. | | 


The investigation and analysis of this case by the U.S, Air Force is typical of 
the treatment which has been given UFO reports over the past ten years. This case 
аи now become one of the 98.

nown”. 

The figure of 93,1% was released on October 6, 1958 in news release number 
986-58, The release goes on to say, "Refinements in investigative procedure have 
resulted in a steady Gecline of unknowns." After studying the Fitzgerald report it 
should be manifestly clear what the Air Force means by "refinements in invest- 
igative procedure". 


In a letter to a member of the UFO Research Committee, General Fisher said, 
"The Air Force is interested in the truth concerning reported sightings and is com- 
pelled to deal scientifically and objectively with facts. We feel sure our analyses 
and evaluations by qualified scientific personnel of the reported sightings of unident- 

ified flying objects are more than adequate." | 
| This is ап exarnple of the duplicity which has characterized the Air Force treat- 
ment of the UFO problem, | 

The Committee believes that the complete disregard of facts, which the Air Force 
has consistently exhibited through the years wherever the UFO is concerned, should 
‚ be halted immediately. The public must be given the truth regarding the existence ` 
of these objects. We suggest that others who similarly feel that the UFO problem 
is being gravely misnandled write their representatives in congress, and request an 
investigation of the Air Force UFO project.

A total of 173 sightings of unidentified flying objects or serial 
Ihenazena were reported to the USAF during the period 1 January to 30 June 1960. 
Of these 173 cases 139 have been analyzed ani 34 are pending. 


Of the 139 cases cmilyzed 51 were cztegorized "Insufficient Evidence." 

. Of these 51 ccses 37 were so cctegorized because there were no additional 
witnesses. It is the Air Force policy to cttempt to determine the probcble 

couse. of these sightings. Hovever in keeping with good scientific practices 
they ore categorized for statistical purposes os "insufficient evidence." To 
give full credit to these particulcr sightings would be comparcble to accepting ` 
cs fact the results of an expericzent which was conducted only once. 


During this same period fer 1959 the number of sightings reported to the 
Air Force wes 175. Due to the fact that several reports usunlly reach the Air ~ 
Force cfter the end of o period, it is safe to assume that the 1 Jon - 30 June 
period of 1950 will slightly exceed that of 1959.

The months of April arà June 1960 show a fairly large percentage of astro- 
nomiccl sightings. These large percentages con be attributed to the excessive 
meteor activity in April and to the proximity of Jupiter in June. Its near- 

, hess resulted in on осррогеле brightness greater thon that of a stor of -2.0 
nagnitude and the planet also appeared unusuclly large. 


When categorizing sightings of unidentified aerial phenomena the Air Force 
attempts to 22 so primarily by associntion to a resronsible object. If the 
Planet Venus was determined to have been the subject of a report the case is 
categorized 2s 2n astronomical sighting. It should be noted that in most 
instances the condition under which an object is seen is the real cause of the 
sighting and not the object itself. An example of this would be a star or 
planet seen low on the horizon with the associated refraction ond diffraction 
potterns. This brings to point the secondary method of categorizing sightings. 
In some inst^nces the evidence in a case will indicate the probable ccuse as a 
reflection, etc., but the responsible object may not be as traceable as a 
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` planet or star. In these instances the cases nre categorized according to | 
probably cause. А third method is the cotegorizing of those cases which are 
determined to be illusions, probobly resulting from over active imaginations 
Usunlly these cases are one witness sightings and ultimately foJX into the

unidentified sightings represented technological developments or principles 
outside the range of our present doy scientific knowledge; fourth, there is no 
evidence that these unidentified sightings ore а threat to the security of the

country; опа finally, no physical or material evidence, not ..en a minvte frag- 
* pent of а so-called "flying saucer" or space ship has evern been found. 


The Air Force emphasized the belief that if more immediate detailed objec- 
tive observational data could have been obtained on the unidentified or unex- 
plained sightings, these, too, would have been explained satisfactorily. 


The Air Force, assigned the responsibility fof the Air Defense of the 
United States, will continue to {investigate all reports of unusual serial ob- 
jects over th= U. S. including objects that may become labeled Unidentified 
Flying Objects. The services of qunlified scientists nnd technicians will con- 
tinue to be utilized to investigate and onalyze these reports, md periodic 
public statements on the subject will be made as warranted. 


The Air Force Inspector Genercl's Brief, dnted 2l December 1959, contained 
a notice to 211 unit Commanders thot UFO reports are serious business since they 
are vitally involved in the Air Force's nir defense mission. This Brief stressed 
that Commanders are responsible for seeing that UFO sightings ore investigated 
ond evalucted quickly, thoroughly and accurately. The Brief referred to Air 
Force Reguletion 200-2 concerning unidentified flying objects which outlines the 
Air Force's obligation to keep the public adequately informed on this subject 
ond also stresses the fact that UFO sighting reports are not to be classified. 
If an UFO report is classified it is classified for other reasons than the. UFO 
sighting itself. А 


The Air Force is charged by шспу privcte UFO groups with possession of . 
classified information which concludes or proves that space ships from other 
planets exist and cre visiting our atmosphere. Nothing could be further from. 
the truth. The Air Force possesses no informtion, classified or unclassified, 
which proves this contentioz. Молу indivicvals associated with these private 
UFO orgeniscstions are self-2-rzcinted authorities on UFOs and consider them- 
selves entitied to be unofficial advisors to the United States Air Force Intel- 
ligence Cem=unity. Since they are not charged under lav with these responsi- 
bilities it would be entirely unappropriate and even dangerous at times to 
exercise the Intelligence system in order to give them, or their organizations, 
any notoriety or publicity. It is an interesting fact that most of these 
individuals 2511 to recognize the fact that there is such а thing as legitmote 
classified security information. For the past thirteen years these groups have 
repeatedly stated that their organizations possess documented evidence proving 
the existence of space ships from other planets. However, when asked as 
patriotic citizens to deliver this evidence to the United States Air Force or 
other goverment ogencies they have refused to do so. The obvious conclusion 
is that they co not possess this information or evidence proving the existence 
of space ships. 


Fron tice to tine the Air Force has been asked the cost of conducting the 
UFO progran. It is impossible to estimate the exact amount of funds expended 
Фу the Air Force in investigating reported sightings of unidentified flying ob- 
jects because in addition to the entire facilities of the Aerospace Technical 
Intelligence Center, the entire facilities of the nation's scientific and tech- 
nical community cre nt the disposal of the evaluators, and the degree of use 
varies with each case. Also, investigation in the field can involve individu.

О TEUZZIRO in which many outstanding incidents are frankly end openly 
discussed. I recently received & seven page report on censorship in 
Brazil from Dr. Olevo Fontes, Brezil's best know UFO researcher. 

Wheat censorship there is in Brezil is largely at our insistence and the 
authorities don't like even that much.

THE riman OF UFO'S 


Unidentified fying ا‎ are not a new phenomenon. In 593 B.C. 
Ezekiel recorded a whirlwind to the north which appeared as a fiery 
sphere. In 1954 at Saint Albans Abbey, when the moon was eight 
days old, there appeared in the sky a ship elegantly shaped, well 
equipped and of marvelous color. Iu 1520. in Francs there were 
sighted a round-shaped object with rotating lights and two бегу suns. 
In 1874 in Texas a farmer reported seeing a dark fying object in 

- the shape of a disc cruising in the sky at а wonderful sy eed. These 
are a mere sampling of the many such events recorded Ьу historians, 

The modern era of UFOs, however, can be dated from 24 June 1947, 
when a Hyer made some strange observations which national news

fonnation in Washington. 


standard-sized typescript pages. No- 
where in the script is there an indication 
of how many lines or pages of the orig- 


inal minutes were deleted, or what was - 


the nature of the deletions, or why any 
deletion was necessary to protect the 
nation from its enemies. 


Cus insistence on editing in the face 


of an Ait Force request for unequivocal 
declassification of a thirteen-ycar-old 
document is unfortunate. The very ex- 
ercise of censorship suggests that vital 
information of long-range significance 
may be withheld for strategic reasons, 
That CIA, not the Air Force, is the con- 
sor is susceptible to interpretatiun as û 
sign that whatever data is missing has 
clandestine implications-precisely the 
claim that UFO fans have been making 
for years. 

The (questions raised by the CIA edi- 
ting of the Robertsoa panel minutes are 
further complicated by a comparative 
reading of the censored version along- 
side the one-page report that bears the 
sienatures of the Robertson paneli 
The report's full text, with the names of 
its signers, was publisued in Sñ last 
month under the mistaken designation 
of a summary. The primary conclusion 
stated in the docuincnt was “that tho evi 
dence presented on Unidentified Flying 
Objects shows no indication that these 
phenomena constitute a direct physical 
threat to national security . . . and that 
there is no residuum of cases which in- 
dicates phenomena which are attributa- . 
ble to foreign artifacts capahle of lws- 


tile acts... . "In the light of this cone © 


clusion,” the panc] recommended “that 
the national] security agencies take. 
immediate steps to strip the Uni- 
dentified Flying Objects of the special 
status they huve been given aud the 
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aura of anystery they have unfortunately 
acquired ... [and that] an integrated 


program [should be] designed to reas- - 


sure the public of the total lack of cvi- 
dence of inimical forces behind the 
phenomena.” 

Details af the proposed “intezrutcd 
program” of public reassirance could 
nat, of course, be spelled out in a single 
page. They must be looked for in the 
text of the minutes. As long as the only 
available version of the minutes is an 
edited one, the intentions of the panch 
ists are bound to be disputed because 
the editing process has left in the min- 
utes internal evidence of what appcars 
to be a shift in emphasis by the panel- 
ists, Instead of the text signed by the 
panelists aud quoted immediately above, 
the version of the panel report as edited 
by CIA concludes as follows:

It was agreed by the panel that no 
Rovcrninent-sponsored program of op- 
tical nation-witie sky patrol is worth- 
while at the present time. 


A broad educational program inte- 
grating ellorts of all concerned agea- 
сіст... should have two major aims:

The training aim would result 
pimper recoznition of unusally illumi- 
nated objects (eg, balloons, aircraft 
reflections} as well as natural phenom- 
ena (meteors, бте, mirages, noc- 
tilucent clouds), Both visual and radar 
recognition arc concerned.

+ Members of the pancl had various 
suggestions related to the plunning of 
mach an cducational program. It was 
felt strongly that psychologists fa- 
miliar with mass psychology should 
advise on the nature and extent of 
the program. Also, someone familiar 


with mass communication techniques, 


perhaps an advertising expert, would 
be belpful. The teaching techniques 
wsed for aircraft klentification during 
the past war were cited us an example 
of a similar educational task. The 

` amateur astronomers in the U.S. might 
be a potential source of enthusiastic 
talent “to spread the gospel." И was 
believed that business clubs, high 
schools, colleges, and television sta- 
tions would all be pleased to co- 
operate in the showing of documen- 
tary type motion pictures if prepared 
in an interesting manner. The use of 
true cases showing first the “mystery” 
and then the “explanations” would be 
forceful. 


To plan and execute such a pro- 
gram, the panel believed was no mcan 
task, The current investigatory group 
at ATIC [Air Technical Intelligence 
Command, responsible for Project Blue 
Book] would, of necessity, have to be 
closely integrated for support with re- 
spect to not only the historical cases 
but the current ones. Recent cases are

A š experience and, seconiily, 
their knowledge of most plausible ex- ` 
planations, The panel believed that 
some expansion of the ATIC effort 
would certainly be required to support 
such a program. It was believed inap- 


propriate to state exactly how large а .

The panel believed that, with ATIC's 
support, the educational program of 
“taining and debunking” outlined 
above might be required for a mini- 
mum of onc-and-one-half to two years, 
At the end of this time, the dangers 
related to “fying saucers” should have 
been greatly reduced if not climinated.

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Thus, after declaring particular heed 
to the work of the Robertson panel, the 
1966 committee edged toward tho sort 
of recommendations Captain Ruppgit 
said had been made by the Robertson 
panel A simple coincidence? Or did the 
original Robertson minutes tell the 1966 
committe something that CIA for some 
reason preferred to delete from the ver- 
sion released to SR? 

The question (which, it should be em- 
phasized. 13 a question only because of 
the CIA editing) grows more insistent 
as the 1966 committce recommenda- 
tions, summarized in SR last month and 
reproduced in their entirety immediate- 
ly below, are detailed: 


A. Contracts be negotiated with a 
few selected univer ‘cs to provide 
scientific teams to investigate praanpily 
arx] in depth certain selected sightings 
of UFOs.

UNIDENTIFIED FLYING OBJECTS (UFO) IN 
ANCIENT CHINA 


A.D. DIKARYOV 


The process of emancipation of thought in China in 
19205 is particularly impressive afier the spiritual 
wacuum of the epoch of “cultural revolution.” The thirst 
of the whole society for knowledge based on the ecw 
momit reforms, takes in а number of cases the form of 
anolTicial science. An example of such organizations is 
the scientific societies of UFO fanciers with corre- 
sponding periodicals ms the revue 
C Studies of Flying Savcerz ). The effort by Chinese 
кемин to find in ancient Chinese sources “historical 
evidences” of UFO" existence are of particular interest 
Gor Sinologisis and experts in acience of ит. The 
activities of adhereats of this new scientific tread in 
China demonstrate methodology and tasks of the Chi- 
mew historical scicace in general. 


‘The snicle considers a number of concrete modem 


versions of interpretation. of historical materials. on 
esturaordinary flying phenomena. A sumber of works 
criticizing the attempts 10 place a historica! hasi under 
this problem, as а rule, does mot dispute the main 
auria concept of UFO as a product of alien mind. 
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Leading Soviet pevspapers and journals have recently begun publishing 
an increasing number of articles and mevs reports on sightings of 
unidentified flying objects (UFOs) in various areas of the Soviet Union. A` T 

"permanent center" for the study ef UFOs has been established in Мозсоу to 
conduct research and support the investigation ef reported sightings. 
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Setting the tone for this bedis coverage ves an article in the 9 July 
1989 SOTSIALISTICHESKATA INDUSTRIYA, which referred to many recent reports 
of UFO sightings in the USSR. Intervieved by the paper, P. Prokopenko, 
director of a laboratory for the study of "anomalous phenomena," stated 
that a "permanent center" for the study of UFOs is being established in the 
Soviet Union. In addition to conducting research and presenting lectures 
on UFOs, the center vill support the investigation of reported sightings. 


In referring to an issue of the paper published in July 1988 that 
included & report on "an amazing event that took place on Hill 611 near the 
village of Dalnegorsk in Primorskiy Kray," the article noted that the event 
is still under investigation. Many observers sav a flying sphere crash 
into one of the hill’s twin peaks, and physicists and other scientists from 
the Siberian Division of the PUSSR Acadey of Sciences are still studying 
the "fine mesh," "small spherical objects," and "p 
consídered to be small remnants left behind by the sphere. According to 
the article, the alleged spacecraft was nearly obliterated in the crash, 


but there appears to be enough materiel at the site for the scientists--a 


mixture of UFO "enthusiasts" and skeptics-— to eventually "penetrate this 
mystery." 


In studying the site, scientist A. Makeyev reported finding gold, 
silver, nickel, alpha-titanius, molybdenus, and compounds of beryllium. 
One of the "skeptical" physicists from Towsk has hypothesized that the so- 
called sphere could have been some kind of a "plasmoid," formed by the 
“interaction of geophysical force fields," which captured the elements 
found by Makeyev from the atmosphere on its trajectory tovard 
disintegration ou the hilltop. Other researchers have generally rejected 
this explanation since tbe amounts of various types of metals found at the 
site would imply, according to this "plasmoid" theory, that "the 
concentration of metals in the ман сенн should exceed the present level 
by a factor of 4,000." 
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Some of the scientists have concluded that the object that crashed into 
Sill 611 vas an "extraterrestrial" space vehicle constructed by highly 
intelligent beings. Doctor of Chemical Sciences V. Vysotskiy stated that 
“without doubt, this is evidence of a high technology, end it is not 
anything of a matural er terrestrial origin." Ше cited the fact that the 
remnants of fine mash included bits of thin thfeads with a diameter of only 
17 microns and that these threads, in turn, were composed of even thinner 
strands tvisted into braids. Extremely thin gold vires were discovered 
intertvined in the finest ырдык ит ace ун intricate technology 
жуы а present capabilities of terrestrial science, according to 
Vysotskiy. | 


 SOTSIALISTICHESKAYA IMDUSTRITA of 25 July 1989 reported that a UFO 
sighting had been claimed by engineer Yuriy Ponomarenko end a group of 
workers at a collective farm in the Dnepropetrovsk region. The object was 
described as a disk with tvo beams of light emanating from its sides. The 
witnesses malntained that they had observed the object on tbe ground for 
about 20 minutes, and that it emitted no sound when it flev avay. 


The August 1989 issue of the Soviet journal NAUKA I ZHIZN included a 
9-page article vhich, after summarizing the history of UFO sightings in 
general, contrasted some of the vievs of the "skeptics" vith some of the 
opinions of the “enthusiasts” on the numerous reported UFO sightings in the 
USSR, including incidents in Serpukhov, Petrozavodsk, and Rudnya. 

According to the "entbusiíasts," UFOs have left evidence of their visits on 
many occasions, including the Serpukhov incident in vhich, they claim, a 
UFO left a circular depression in the grass vith a diameter of 4 meters. 
The skeptics maintain that most of this so-called "evidence" can be 
explained as having no connection vith extraterrestrial intelligence. Many 
of the sightings could be attributed to rocket testing, for example. 
Academician Vladimir Vasilyevich Migulin, director of the Terrestrial 
Magnetism, Ionosphere, and Radio Vave Propagation Institute in Troitsk, 
which has a section for the investigation of anomalous phenomena in the 
atmosphere, maintains that over 90 percent of UFO sightings can be 
Bullified by such mundane explanations. 


STROITELNAYA GAZETA of 16 September 1989 reported that in dugust a 
group of observers including physical scientist Elvir Kurchenko began 
investigating another circular depressed area in a forest near Surgut after 


а worker claimed that a UFO had visited the site. - -- - 


SOTSIALISTICHESKAYA INDUSTRIYA of 30 September 1989 noted that media 
all over the Soviet Union were receiving reports of UFO sightings on the 
ground and in the air, sdding that the paper's editorial office vas 
revieving hundreds of reports related to UFO incidents. In response to 
this deluge of reports, the paper intervieved Anatoliy Listratov, chairman 
ef the section of the All-Union Astronomical and Geodesic Society assigned 
to the study of anomalous phenomena, who said that although his group is 
“still wandering around in the darkness," some important developments in 
the investigations had recently occurred. Ве stated that "at the sites of 
the landings...the operating frequency of a crystal-controlled oscillator 
changes. Simply speaking, electronic timepieces run at rates that are 
either too fast or too slov.* 


Listratov noted that Soviet military officers and pilots had recently 
started providing some documentatíon en UFO sightings. Ás an example, he 
stated that be had documentary information regarding an encounter betveen 
Soviet aircraft and s UFO over the city of Borisov. The crevs of tvo

Soviet aircraft reported seeing a large flying disk in their vicinity with 
five beams of light emanating from it: three beams were directed tovard 
the ground and two were projected upvard when the object vas first sighted. 
The ground controller instructed one of the planes to alter its course and 
“approach the object, at which point the disk flev to the same level and 
&Bimed one of its beams at the approaching Sovfet plane, illuminating the 
cockpit. Listratov cited the pilot's log as stating: "At this time, the 
copilot таз at the controls. Se observed the maneuver that the object had 
just carried out and vas able to raise his hand to shield himself from the 
wnbearable light. The aircraft commander was resting in the adjoining 
seat, and a bright ray of light, projecting a spot with s diameter ef 20 
centimeters, passed across his body. Both pilots felt bast." 


According to Lístratov, tbe aircraft commander and his copilot both 
"became "invalids" shortly after the incident. The copilot was forced to 
aave bis job due to а sudden deterioration in his health, including the 
enset of sudden prolonged periods of "loss of consciousness." The aircraft 
commander died within a fev months. The cause of desth vas listed as 
"cancer," and "injury to the organisa as a result of radiation from an 
unidentified flying object" was listed as a contributing factor on the 


Official medical record in the hospital vhere the commander died, according 


to Listratov. 


Listratow told SOTSIALISTICHESKAYA INDUSTRITA that about 95 percent of 
UFO sightings could be explained, and investigations have often revealed 
thes to be burned-out rocket stages or the remnants of unsuccessful rocket 
launches. It is the 5 percent that cannot be explained that is causing all 
the commotion among Soviet scientists and military personnel. Instead of 
tbe videspread skepticism that he had expected vhen be first began to 
interviev military personnel, he noted that officers and soldiers had told 
him about their ovn encounters with UFOs, and they had even shown hin 
reports that had been completely filled out on official forms. 


KOMSOMOLSKATA PRAVDA of 7 October reported that the Soviet Union had 
just opened an official center for the study of UFOs in Moscov. 
Physicists, geologists, astronomers, and psychologists are teaching courses 
on the various characteristics of the UFOs that have been reported and the 
types of equipment necessary to investigate UFO sightings. 


_..0n 9 October the Soviet nevs agency TASS reported that а UFO had landed 
in a park in the city of Voronezh. TASS reported that the object had been 
observed by many witnesses before it left. 


KOMSOMOLSKAYA PRAVDA of 12 October reported that a group of scientists 
had visited a field in Perm Oblast to investigate claims that a UFO had 
landed in that area and had left behind a circular impression measuring 62 
metars in diameter. | 


KRASNAYA ZVEZDA of 13 October suggested that mass bysteria may be an 
important factor contributing to the recent outburst of widespread claims 
ef encounters with UFOs in the USSR. According to tbe paper, many elesents 
ef the Soviet media were fanning this phenomenon, which it compared to the 
bysteria resulting from Orson Velles' radio broadcast in 1938 about an 
invasion of the United States by extraterrestríals. 


The 19-25 October issue of POISK carried an article contrasting the 
viewpoints of scientists from the tvo main Soviet institutes presently 


engaged in investigating UFO reports—the nevly established center for UFO 
studies in the Palace of Culture of Pover Engineers in Moscov and the 
Terrestrial Magnetism, Ionosphere, and Radio Vave Propagation Institute, 
which has branches in Troitsk, Leningrad, end Irkutsk. Physicist Yuriy 
Platov of the Terrestrial Magnetism Instítuté does not believe the claies 
ef scientists vho maintain they have found remnants in Dalnegorsk of a UFO 
constructed by extraterrestrials, and he ís convinced that the materials 
found at that site are really only tbe remnants of the unsuccessful launch 
of a Soviet rocket in that region. Se believes that many of the other 
geports of UFOs can be explained by the inability of the observers to 
Cecognizs the phenomenon known as "ball lightning." 


The POISK article contrasted Platov's viev with that of another 
physical scientist, Viadimir Azharha, whe was recently elected chairman of 
the nev All-Union Commission for the Study of Unidentified Flying Objects 
of the Union of Scientific and Engineering Societies. Azhazhe compared 
reports of a UFO crash in the USSR vith a cleia by UFO enthusiasts in the 
United States that a UFO had crashed in the desert nesr Rosvell, Bev 
Mexico, in 1947. He believes there is sufficient evidence to support the 
claims of UFO crashes in both cases--in Dalnegorsk and in Rosvell. In the 
latter case, he cited the testimony of eyevitnesses vho maintained that 
they had seen the bodies of four extraterrestrials lying near the smashed 
spacecraft. According to Platov, hovever, the eyevitnesses in the Rosvell 
case vere místaken. Ee believes that the object that crashed vas a USAF 
experimental rocket with four Rhesus monkeys aboard and that the accident 
was the result of an unsuccessful launch attempt at the dawn of the space 
era. 


SOTSLALISTICHESKAYA INDUSTRIYA of 21 October noted that hundreds of 
residents had reported observing a UFO in Omsk and that many of these 
eyevitnesses had reported the sighting directly to the paper's office in 
Omsk. The article included a report by an "authoritative" military 
officer, Maj V. Loginov, who stated: "I must tell you straight off that 
radar did not detect this object, and so I am reporting visual 
observations. The object was passing over at an altitude of several 
kilometers. The visible shining sphere appeared to be about one and a half 
times as large as the moon's shape in the night sky. Four projectors—sose 
parallel and some at angles to the Earth--vere casting very bright beams. 

` The object vas in the field of vision for about 5 minutes...hovaring...ove: 
the civil airport before descending a little. Then the projectors vere 
turned off and а whirling plume trail instantaneously appeared around this 
shining sphere. The object began to recede rapidly in a direction from the 
borthvest to the east at the same time that flights vere being carried out 
from s neighboring airport. Pilots vere able to observe ít visually, but 
they could not detect it on their radar screans.... Radar signals could 
not be reflected from it. This object vas immediately reported up the 
chain-of-command, and our colleagues in the Altay Kray, in the area tovard 
which the object flev, reported back to us within 5 minutes that they had 
it under visual observation. That meant that it had covered a distance of 
approximately 600 kilometers at a speed of about 7,000 kilometers per 
hour.”

UFO being controlled by some kind of intelligence and that it vas not
